REMARKS 

Applicants have reviewed and considered the Office Action mailed on December 15, 
2004, and the references cited therewith. 

Claim 1 1, 20, 23, 26, 28, 29, 54, 59, 64-76, 78, and 93 are currently amended, claims 1- 
10, 12-19, and 81-88 are cancelled, and new claims 96-120 are added; as a result, claims 11, 20- 
29, 54-80, and 89-120 are now pending in this application. The new claims 96-99 are dependent 
claims on claims 1 1, 28, 29, and 54 respectively, and are supported by original claim 23. Claims 
54-58, 62-65, and 78-80 are no longer withdrawn. New claim 100 is supported by claim 19. 
New claims 101-105 are supported by original claims 54-58 and the Examiners reasons for 
allowance of claim 54 on the Office Action of December 15, 2004. Dependent claim 106 is 
supported by Figure 15E, claim 107-108 by Figure 17, claim 109 by Figures 18A-18D, claims 
1 10-1 14 by original claim 54, claims 115-1 19 by claims 76-80, claim 120 by claim 66 and claim 
121 by claim 59. No new matter is added. 
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§112 Rejection of the Claims 
Claim 78 was rejected under 35 USC&l 12 as failing to comply with the written-description 
requirement. Applicants respectfully traverse. Figures 15A-15F disclose and provide written 
description a battery formed into a shell and attached to the interior or exterior surface of a watch 
device, the specification recites " Figure 15E shows a more formed device that might be found 
on a cell phone or similar device. Figure 15E may be formed to fit on the interior surface of a 
cell phone or the exterior surface of a cell phone or calculator. In other words, a diced sheet 
13 10 is used as a starting point for vacuum forming or for otherwise forming a battery that can 
be attached either to the interior or exterior surface of an electronic device. An electronic device 
to which it is attached can be anything including hearing aides, calculators, personal data 
assistants, smart cards or other credit card, watches, laser pens, power tools, surgical devices or 
even catheters. The list above is not exhaustive but is merely set forth as examples of the type of 
the devices that may include a battery shown and formed in Figures 15A through 15E." 
(emphasis added). Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 
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Claim 78 was rejected as having no function in "thin-film battery means 1 ' and lacking 
written description support. Applicants have amended claim 78 to overcome this rejection. 
Reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 



$102 Rejection of the Claims 
Claims 1-10, 12-27, 59-60, 84-92, and 94-95 were rejected under 35 USC £ 102(b) as 
being anticipated by USPN 5644207 Lew et al. Applicants respectfully traverse. Applicants 
have decided to take the allowed and allowable claims at this time, and cancel or amend the 
rejected claims to depend on allowed claims, while reserving the right to reintroduce the 
cancelled claims and respond more fully to this rejection in a later application. Reconsideration 
and withdrawal of the rejection, and an early indication of allowance is respectfully requested.
